POLICEMEN WERE INADEQUATE. 


MAYOR FORCED COMPANY TO OP- 
ERATE. 


High Officials of the National Guard 


Expect to Be Called Upon to 
Restbre Order in the 
City. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 7.—Violence start- 


’ ed with the first attempt of the railway 


company to carry out the order of the 
mayor to run its cars today. 

Just before 7 o’clock the company start- 
ed out three cars from the barns on Ca- 
nal street. On each car, manned by a 
non-union motorman, there was a large 
force of policemen. 

Large crowds of strikers and sympa- 
thigers were on the streets. 

When the cars reached Miro street the 
tracks were bleskaded and when they 
Stopped the crowd made an attack. Wires 

ropes were cut and the cars were 
boarded. 

A pistol shot was fired and the non- 
union crew attacked. One of them was 
badly out. 

The police seemed unable to cope with 
the situation. 

When the rioting spent itself three cars 
were left standing upon the track guarded 
by pglicemen. All the windows in them 
were smashed and they were otherwise 
damaged. 

FE. H. Scheenick of Chicago, a conductor, 
was the man who was most severely beaten. 

The mob of strikers cantured Scheenick 
and his motorman and both consented to 
join the union. Some of the policemen 
were hurt by flying stones. 

The indications are that the company 
ne imported a number of men from other 
cities. 

s soon as news of the rioting reached 
the hall, the mayor issued a call for a 
meeting of the poses board. It is under- 
atood that the object is to swear in emer- 
gency policemen. 

High officers of the militia are in the 
city and preparing themselves in the event 
of a call for the troops. 

Gov. Heard will only order out the mili- 
tia when he is notified by Mayor Capdeville 
that the situation has gone beyond the 
control of the municipal authorities. 

Mayor Capdeville v'sited police headquar- 
ters and conferred with Chief Journee after 
the rioting. The chief said that, as the 
eompany had temporarily abandoned the 
attempt to operate cars on Canal street 
line, the situation had quieted down. 

An immense crowd, including strikers and 
their sympathizers, has gathered at Elk 
place and Canal street and, without greater 
protection than is likely to be furnished 
by the police, there is no likelihood that 
the attempt to run cars on Canal street 
will be attempted today, 

At unlon headquarters, it was announced 
that the headquarters would be kept open 
to receive any offerings of negotiations 
looking to a settlement of the troubles. 


$3,000 WILL FREE

To move the Scott three-story color press 
was a 10 days’ job. Every one of the 
thousands of parts was kept in its order, 
and not one part was broken, lost or mis- 
placed. 

During the same time the same persons 
who were superintending the removal of 
the presses were seeing that the lnotypes 
and the apparatus of the stereotyping and 
photo-engraving departments were _ re- 
moved.

When Mr. Bryan entered the campaign of 
1896 one of.his boasts was that he was a 
poor man; that he was without a home, 
without shelter, and had to work upon a 
weekly salary as a newspaper writer to 
sustain himself and wife. 

It is stated now on unquestionable au- 
thority that he has something like $168,000 
in the bank at Lincoln, which he made 
from his campaign speeches. His home 
here cost $40,000. Mr. Bryan talked very 
freely to a friend who visited him recently 
about his financial condition, and seems to 
be happy over his great prosperity. From 
his conversation it was inferred that his 
weekly income is something like $1500. 

Mr. Bryan is intensely opposed to all of 
those principles espoused by Cleveland, 
Hill, Gorman, Lamont and J. J. Hill, the 
railroad man. 

Then he is bitterly resentful because he 
believes that these men did all thy could 
to defeat him in the last two Presidential 
campaigns, Mr. Bryan believes that the 
principles for which he fought are more 
enduring and popular than any of those 
hitherto espoused by representatives of his 
party. 

Mr. Bryan in 189% had a hard time to 
raise money to make the campaign. He 
feels now that he can afford to make the 
campaign out of his own purse, and would 
not hesitate to spend the money he has ac- 
cumulated to elect himself or to defeat any 
of those prominent men who he feels are 
responsible for his defeat in the two last 
national campaigns.

LESSON VI. 
LINE PLAY—THE CENTER TRIO. 
The chief functions of the center trio are; 
1, Making holes for the backs. 
2. Protecting operations of the backs di- 
rected at other parts of the line. 
3. Breaking through. 


The most important thing for the guard 
to cultivate is ees. The word can 
be interpreted literally and the object of 
the play is to bowl the opposing linesmen 
out of the way. Not only for the center 
three but for all linesmen this feature of 
bey is extremely important. 

The first instruction on this point is to 
get " daead charge in ahead of your oppo- 
nent. 

Remember that he is ready to charge you, 
too, and that the advantage is‘always with 
the man who gets started first. ractice 
alone can give a player all the niceties of 
play in this respect. It is important, how- 
ever, that a few general principles be laid 
down. First, never kneel. hether you 
are on the defensive or aggressive, if you 
aSiag@ie a kneeling position your opponent 
will surely beat you to the charge. 

Be careful, too, of your poise, and see 
that you are set against an attack as wel] 
as ready for advance. Do not get the head 
down and your back up. Your opponent 
on the defense can use his hands, under 
the rules. If your head is down, your cen- 
ter of wvbent dong will De forward and a slight 
pull on your head _ Dy your opponent can up- 
set you. 


DON’T STAND TOO HIGH. 

On the contrary, don’t go to the opposite 
extreme and get so far up that a shove 
can topple you over backwards. 

Experience and hard knocks will soon 
teach you the way to get the best re- 
sults. At the outset, when the novice goes 
against an experienced guard, he will be 
subjected to all sorts of petty annoyances 
designed to disconcert him and distract 
his attention from the play. It is all the 
more tantalizing as on the aggressive you 
are not permitted to use your hand while

Keep Your mind on the play the quarter- 
back has called. If this calls for you to 
thake a hole, remember the instruction and 
get the charge on the enemy.

Another trick is to catch your opponent's 
leg as you charge, and upset him. The ac- 
tion can be done momentarily and is al- 


Still another 
is - charge with your forearm under your 
opponent’s chin, but this is likewise ilie- 

al. 
eit is well to familiarize yourself with

Wheu the play does not involve a hole 
in the center the trio stil has plenty of 
work to do. The center rush shouli then 
always hold his position. The guard on 
the opposite side of the line gets into the 
interference. however. In all cases, before 

e aggressive play is started, the center 
trio should maintain their close formaticn. 
Never let the defensive formation of the 
enemy draw you away. If they spread 
thelr center men, all the better for you. 
but do not follow your opposing 
away from the center man.

Another duty of the guard, which is fre- 
quently neglected by him, is getting down 
on punts. Block your man just long enough 
to prevent the possibility of his interfer- 
ing with the punt and then get down the 
field. This work should positively not be 
left to the ends alone and every man en 
the team, as well as the ends, should try 
to get down the field as soon as possible. 

On the defense the main duty of the cen- 
ter trio is to get through and stop the 
piay. Here the hands may be used and 
all the annoyances your opponent subjected 
you to.can be turned on him. Never let 
him Me set. Keep him moving so that the 
Snapback will find him off balance and 
easily handled. 

As in the aggressive play, get the charge 
on him if you. can. In fact, you must, or 
vou will be bowled out of it. If your op- 
ponent is inexperienced and sets himeelf 

adly, your task is easy. When his weight 
is forward catch h!m by the neck and pull 
him through. If it is backward, shove him 
over into his own play. 

If a play is directed at a guard an ef- 
fective but questionable trick is to dive 
low and seize a leg of the opposing guard 
gne one of the center who are playing 

you. 


CHARGE YOUR OPPONENT. 
There is only one result to this play and 


the line. 

Where your opponent is experienced and 
refuses to be caught by trick plays or dis- 
tract by annoyance, charge nto him 
hard with your shoulder and force him 
back into his own play. It will break it up 
and give one of. your men time to tackle 
the runner before he can get out of the 
bunch. 

The main point to be given attention is 
the charge. Get low and beat your oppo- 
nent and you will have done the major part 
of your work. The man who can beat his 
opponent to the charge, with proper prac-

ST. LOUISANS MAY OBSERVE IT 


IT WILL GROW BRIGHTER AS IT 
NEARS THE SUN. 


It Is Almost in the Zenith of the 
Heavens, but It Is by No 
Means as Spectacular 
as Some. 


“"Canst thou see it yet, my lord?’ 

“Not yet, your majesty. Methinks Prof. 
Perrine has been giving us the hollee- 
gollee.”’ 

“Better that he had never been born,” 
growled the Veiled Prophet as, tired and 
sleepy after his long journey to his Chosen 
Cityy he sat in the royal observatory/at 
Twenty-first and Walnut streets and 
looked long and earnestly for Perrine’s 
comet, which, if was predicted, would be 
visible in St. Louis about & o'clock, 

“Look! Dost see that silvery patch of 
light with a brighter spot in its center?” 
excitedly exclaimed the lord chamberlain, 
pointing the direction of the constella- 
tion Casiopea at the head of the Milky 
Way. 

“Aye, by my Kingdom! Perrine did 
jest. “Tis the comet,”’ and his majesty 
to looking with deep interest through 
telescope. 

The comet was discovered Sept. 1 by 
Prof. C. D. Perrine at Lick Observatory. 


PROF. HICKS OBSERVED IT. 
St. Louisans may watch its increasing 
fire nightly, as it approaches the sun, if 
weather conditions are right. 

From his observatory at Twenty-second 


and Locust streets, Rev. Irl Hicks, the 
former weather prophet, saw the bit of 
glowing nebula. In describing it for the 
Post-Dispatch, Prof. Hicks eas: 

“This comet, about which little 
known, is of deep interest to sctlentists, 
but is as yet hardly distinct enough to be 
of spectacular interest. As it appears to be 
going in the difrection of the sun, it will 
grow brighter. Comets seldom carry their 
own light and are visible only when within 
the radius of the light from some luminous

LARGER THAN EARTH. 

“It is just an immense body of nebular 
matter, dense at the center and gradually 
spreading into a gaseous nebula or halo. 
It may be learger than elther ‘the earth or 
Jupiter. As it Is entirely out of our solar 
“hep it must be immense to be seen 
at all. 

“In its position in the milky way, where 
there are myriads of bright stars, the un- 
trained eye will not be aiete to make out 
Perrine’s comet with much satisfaction.’’ 
Prof Borgmever of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity. gave the Post-Dispatch directions 
for finding it with the naked eye. ‘The at- 
mosphere must. of course, be clear. 
Directly overhead is a white star, Alpha 
Cygni, and a few degrees southwest of the 
zenith.is the comet. To find Alpha Cygni, 
look for a perfect cross, formed by 
bright stars and a line of lesser ones. 
lesser’ line crosses .the bright one just 
where Alpha Cygni appears. 


RUNGE’S BODY NOT FOUND 


Missouri River Dragged Downstream 
From St. Charles—Supposed Sui- 
cide From Insomnia. 


The Missouri river was dragged for a 
long distance, beginning at St. Charles and 
going downstream, westerday afternoon in 
a futile search for the body of Albert 
Runge, the former 8t. Charles councilman. 
who is supposed to have committed suicide 
by leaping from the ferryboat J. P. Gage. 
All of last week Mr. Runge suffered from 
attacks of nervousness and insomnia and 
was on his way to St. Louls with Dr. J. LE. 
Bruere to consult Dr. F. H. Fry as to his 
condition. 

In the spot where he seems to have dis- 
appeared B. Franklin Becker, a wealthy 
banker of St. Charles, committed suicide 
a vear ago by leaping from a ferryboat, 
and Runge was Becker's bosom friend. 
Mr. Runge was a director in the First 
National Bank of St. Charles. His widow, 
who was a Miss Btickel, formerly of Bt. 
Louis, and three children survive him.

In wintry weather, he says, the city con- 
sumes about 28,000 tons daily. 

The prices that prevail for soft coal in 
St. Louis now are the same, he explains, as 
a year ago today. 

“There is a great probability that the 
present prices will be advanced,” he gays,
